The next declaration is due on or 
before January 2, 1904. To declare out of 
the Derby then costs $25, the Oaks $20. 

The Tennessee Derby last season was 
worth $6,925 gross and with $700 to second 
and $300 to third, fourth to save stake, the 
net value to the winner wa^ $5,625. In this 
coming season’s list will be found some of 
the very best two- year-olds out this season. 
Of those that raced in the east Conjurer, 
Sweet Gretchen and Pulsus were stake win- 
ners in the best company. In the west Flo 
Bob, English Lad, Proceeds, Dick Bernard. 
Ed Tierney and Batts were all stake winners. 
Rockaway and Toledo, too, at times have 
shown form to give them a Derby chance. 
Judging by the past many of the good ones 
will be taken out of this race, yet it is a 
race made for a high-class horse, as there is 
neither a penalty nor an allowance. All 
carry their weight. Last spring this race 
was won by Claude after he had won the 
California Derby. This horse made himself 
famous as the winner of three Derbys, and 
finished second w’ith 127 lbs. up in the 
American Derby, the winner carrying but 
115 lbs. This horse’s performances certainly 
antagonizes the idea that some trainers en- 
tertain that good horses should not be pre- 
pared for early events.
